1. That the boundaries of every 
constituency in Canada (except 
one in Quebec) will be changed. 

2. That the population of an 
"average" constituency will be 
about 68,000 with about 20 % lee¬ 
way in either direction 'larger for 
urban areas, smaller for rural con¬ 
stituencies like Macleod). 

3. That each province will have 
a committee to redraw the bound¬ 
aries of the constituencies, rather 
than one committee for the whole 
of Canada. 

At the moment it does not seem 
likely that the terms of this legis¬ 
lation will appear before Parlia¬ 
ment until the next session as 
this subject is likely to be a very 
contentious one, since nearly every 
M.P. will be affected one way or 
another. It has also been rumoured 
(and not denied) that 17 rural and 
semi-rural seats in Ontario will be 
eliminated under lhe new arrange¬ 
ments and this in particular is 
likely to cause a great deal of 
heated debate. It is somewhat pre¬ 
mature to forecast alterations in 
the Federal Constituency of Mac¬ 
leod. If a 30% tolerance were al¬ 
lowed for rural constituencies, 
there would be no need for any 
change. However, the Liberal 
Party has its’ greatest strength in 
cities and they favor reducing the 
rural ridings and increasing the 
city ridings. Such a move would 
also help the N.D.P. party since 
they draw their support largely 
from cities and industrial areas.

The Christmas season is at its height at this 
time and throughout the world messages of renewed 
hope and good cheer are being exchanged. And it is 
a world in seemingly constant need of these messages, 
as much today as 20 years ago. 

World forces, almost by their own decrees, have 
found themselves unable to offer little more than 
hope for a more peaceful world in 1964 as the prin¬ 
ciples which keep them apart are too opposed to be 
easily reconciled. 

Here in the Vulcan area there is surely cause to 
rejoice and give thanks. Economically, our basic in¬ 
dustry of farming is on the upsurge following three 
years of reduced crops and it is likely all grain pro¬ 
duced in the near future, at least, will find a ready 
market. 

Town business, while perhaps feeling the pinch 
of short money brought about by lack of grain 
quotas, is holding firm and many merchants have in 
the past few years expanded their premises, re¬ 
modelled or rebuilt. 

More downtown changes are in the offing in pri¬ 
vate enterprise and public construction. A new post 
office and bank are scheduled for 1964; the Vulcan 
Home For The Aged is almost completed; a better 
than half-million dollar expansion is to be made at 
County Central High School; a custodial-care type 
home for Vulcan is a possibility and of great import¬ 
ance is the new water supply without which future 
progress would have been stifled. 

An industry is located near Vulcan and an alert 
Chamber of Commerce visualizes more of this type 
of expansion, though, granted, not in any abrupt 
manner. 

The friendly co-operative attitude which exists 
between town and country residents is a healthy sign 
and is evidenced by the support found in various 
projects throughout the year. The vocation of farm¬ 
ing today is just as engaging and demanding of varied 
talents as any business in town and no one realizes 
more than townspeople just how dependent they are 
on the success of their country neighbors. 

Any complacency in the midst of such a pros¬ 
perous picture must be tempered by the acknowledge¬ 
ment that there is much more to be done. To dwell on 
a few examples, artificial ice appears to be on the 
way but there is crying need for a proper community 
centre, and on this subject, is it not possible we lived 
with available facilities so long that we have become 
immune to thoughts of any improvement in the 
future? 

Despite new housing in sections of town and at¬ 
tractive remodelling of other homes it must be ad¬ 
mitted Vulcan has possibly more than its quota of 
run-down areas, not so much through lack of money 
in all cases, but through indifference to surroundings. 
There is truly much to be done. 

We in this district and in this country have much 
to give thanks for at Christmas. We still live with¬ 
in a democracy — albeit, it becomes a little tattered 
and torn at times — but you can go to the ends of 
the earth and back and not find any form of govern¬ 
ment to equal it. This is our heritage. We must 
cherish it, protect it and give thanks, not only at 
Christmas, but all year round, that we have been 
so richly endowed.
